Having frequently obſerved 


ſome Long-Livers particularly no- 


ticed in large Works, as well as 


many Enquiries and Obſervations 
by the Learned, relative to Longe- 


vity, in various Publications; it oc- 
curred to me, that a Catalogue of 
Perſons, of the age of a Century 


and upwards, from an early period 
ta

to the preſent time, would not be 
unacceptable ; eſpecially as but few 
Compilations of that nature have 
hitherto appeared; which, notwith- 
ſtanding they contained very miſ- 
cellaneous matter, and compriſed 
ages ſo low as eighty years, were 
ſought after with avidity, and are, 


conſequently, now become ſcarce. 


To the candour of the Public, 
therefore, I ſubmit this Volume, 
containing the Names of 1712 Per- 
ſons, who paſſed the age of one hun- 
dred years, collected, partly, from 
the M. S. of a Gentleman deceaſed; 
and, partly, from my own Re- 


ſearches; 
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ſearches; in which the Reader will 
meet with many curious and inte- 
reſting Anecdotes of the moſt re- 
markable Long-Livers, which have 
been drawn from various and au- 
thentic ſources. 


INTRODUCTION, 


| Tur varieties of climate, and modes of 
living, make but little difference, as to the 
period of our exiſtence, it being nearly 
the ſame with the European, as with the 
Negro: it will, however, be ſeen, by the 
peruſal of the following ſheets, that the 
more a man follows Nature, and is obe- 
dient to her laws, the longer he will live; 
and that the further he deviates from 
theſe, the ſhorter will be his exiſtence. 


It is not the rich and great, not thoſe 
who depend on medicines, who become 
old; but ſuch as uſe much exerciſe, are 

| | expoſed 
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expoſed to the freſh air, and whoſe food 
is plain and moderate, as farmers, gar- 
deners, fiſhermen, labourers, ſoldiers, &c. ; 
and ſuch men, as perhaps never employed 
their thoughts on the means which have 
been uſed to promote Longevity. It is 
amongſt theſe people, chiefly, that the 
moſt aſtoniſhing inſtances of it are to be 
obſerved. Sometimes, in theſe fituations, 
man ſtill attains to the amazing age of one 
hundred and fifty years, and upwards. And 
here I cannot deny myſelf the pleaſure of 
giving a more particular account of ſome of 
_ theſe inftances ; for, in caſes of this kind, 
the moſt trifling circumſtance is often in- 
tereſting, and may be of i importance. 


The fingular caſe of Henry Jenkins, of 
Ellerton- upon-Swale, Yorkſhire, who died 
in the year 1670, at the very advanced age 
of one hundred and fixty- nine years, as re- 
corded in the Philoſophical Tran ſactions, 
ought to be more generally known than it 
is. A few years before his death, he ap- 


— 


Py" 
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peared as an evidence in a cauſe, and had an 
oath adminiſtered to him, which is proved 
by an entry in the King's Remembrancer- 
office in the Exchequer ; the truth of which 
cannot, therefore, be controverted. 


Another Engliſhman, the well-known 
Thomas Parr, of Winnington, Shropſhire, 
who died in the year 1635, at the age of 
one hundred and fifty-two years, is likewiſe 
recorded in the Philoſophical Tranſattions. 
His death is a corroborating circumſtance, 
that the life of man, by attention to the 
laws of Nature, might, probably, be ex- 
tended to the term of two hundred years; 
for, on his body being opened by Dr. 
Harvey, it was found to be in the moſt 
perfect ſtate, the only cauſe of his death 
being a mere plethora, brought on by 
more luxurious living in London, than he 
had been accuſtomed to in his native 
county, where his food was very plain and 
homely; hence there are ſtrong grounds 
for aſſerting, that the organization and 

vital 
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vital powers of many men are capable 


of ſupporting a duration and activity of 
two hundred years. 


« Nature is frugal, and her wants are few.” 


There are alſo many other ſimilar proofs 
in this Collection, (as may be ſeen under 
the reſpective dates) of which the few fol- 
lowing inſtances will perhaps ſuffice: |

Having moſt ſcrupulouſly refuſed ad- 
mittance to every account, of the authen- 
ticity of which J had the ſmalleſt doubt; 
I have not included the following very 


extraordinary Character in my Collection.

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However, as it is derived from two re- 
ſpectable Authors, I have, from the ſingu- 
larity of the circumſtance, thought it ad- 
viſable to give ita place, leaving the Reader 
to form his own opinion reſpecting it. 


Maus, a Portugueſe Author, who 


wrote The Hiſtory of the Indies, which has 


always been a model of veracity, as well 
as elegant compoſition, mentions a man 
of the name of Numas de Cugna, a na- 
tive of Bengal, who died in the year 1 566, 
at the incredible age of three hundred and 
ſeventy years: 


« He was a perſon of great ſimplicity, 
and quite illiterate; but of ſo extenſive 
%a memory, that he was a kind of living 
* chronicle, relating, diſtinctly and exact- 
ly, what had happened within his know- 


© ledge in the compaſs of his very long 


life, together with all the circumſtances 
te attending it. He had four new ſets of 


« teeth ; and the colour of his hair and 


b cc heard 
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_ © heard had been very frequently changed 
% from black to grey, and from grey to 
« black. He aſſerted, that in the courſe 
4 of his life he had ſeven hundred wives, 
© ſome of whom died, and the others he 
c had put away. The firſt century of his 
* life paſſed in idolatry, from which he 
4% was converted to Mahometaniſm, which 
he continued to profeſs to his death. 
This account is alſo confirmed by another 
Portugueſe Author, Ferdinand Lopez Caſ- 
tegueda, who was hiſtoriographer royal. 


The man, who has reached the fartheſt 
extent of mortal exiſtence, may be conſi- 
dered as a pattern of human nature, in its 
utmoſt perfection, and as an inſtance of 
what is poflible to be attained under favour- 
able circumſtances. The expectation of a 
long life may be founded on ſuch natural 
conſequences as can never fail. It is next 
to impoſſible, that he who leads a regular 
and ſober life ſhould fall ſick, or die a na- 
tural death before the time that Nature has 

pre- 
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preſcribed; for diſtempers cannot be pro- 
duced without a cauſe; and if there be no 


bad one reigning, there can be no fatal 
effect, or violent death. Thus a regular 
life puts at a diſtance the ſad hour of 
death, while every kind of exceſs has a 
contrary effect. 


From country villages, and not from 
crouded cities, have the majority of the in- 


ſtances of Longevity herein recorded, been 


chiefly ſupplied. And it appears from the 
London bills of mortality, during a period 
of thirty years, viz. from the year 1728 
to 1758, that the ſum of the deaths 
amounted to 750,322, and that, in all 
this prodigious number, only two hun- 
dred and forty-two perſons ſurvived the 
hundredth year of their age! This over- 
grown metropolis is computed, by Dr. 


Price, to contain a ninth part of the 


inhabitants of England, and to conſume 
annually ſeven thouſand perſons, who re- 
move into it from the country every year, 


b 2 without 
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þ | without increaſing it. He moreover ob- 
J/ ſerves, that the number of inhabitants in 
England and Wales has diminiſhed, about 
one fourth part, ſince the revolution, and 
| ſo rapidly of late, that, in eleven years, 
near 200,000 of our common people have 
been loſt! If the calculation be juſt, how- 
ever alarming it may appear in a national 
view, there is this conſolation, when con- 
fidered in a philoſophical light, that with- 
| out partial evil, there can be no general 
i good ; and that, what a nation loſes in the 
ſcale of population at one period, it gains 
at another; and thus, probably, the aver- 
age number of inhabitants, on the ſurface 
of the globe continues, at all times, nearly 
the ſame. By this medium the world is 
neither overſtocked with inhabitants, nor 
kept too thin, but life and death keep a 
tolerably equal pace. The inhabitants of 
this iſland, comparatively ſpeaking, are but 
as the duſt of the balance; yet, inſtead of 
being diminiſhed, we are affured by other 
ce ELLE writers, 
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writers, that they arc, of late years, greatly 
increaſed. 


I have already obſerved, that freſh air 
is more immediately neceſſary to life than 
food; for a man may live two or three 
days without the latter, but not many mi- 
nutes without the former. The vivifying 
principle contained in the atmoſphere, ſo 
eſſential to the ſupport of flame, as well as 
animal life, concerning which authors have 
propoſed ſo many conjectures, appears now 
to be nothing elſe but that pure dephlo- 
giſticated fluid, diſcovered by that inge- 
nious philoſopher, Dr. Prieſtley. The 
common atmoſphere may well be ſuppoſed 
to be more or leſs healthy, in proportion 
as it abounds with this animating principle, 

As this exhales, in copious ſtreams, from 
the green leaves of all kinds of vegetables, 
even from thoſe of the moſt poiſonous 
kind, may we not, in ſome meaſure, ac- 
count why inſtances of Longevity are ſo 
much more frequent in the country than 


in 
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in great cities, where the air, inſtead of 
partaking of this falutary impregnation, 
is daily contaminated with noxious animal 


effluvia, and phlogiſton ? 


With reſpect to climate, various obſer- 
vations conſpire to prove, that thoſe re- 
gions, which lie within the temperate 
Zones, are beſt calculated to promote long 
life. Hence, perhaps, may be explained, 
why Iflands in general are more ſalutary 
than Continents : and, it is a pleaſing cir- 
cumſtance, that our own Iſland appears, 
fram the following ſheets, (notwithſtand- 
ing the ſudden viciſſitudes to which it is 
liable) to contain far more inſtances of 
Longevity than could well be imagined. 
The ingenious Mr. WIT EHVURs r, in his 
Enquiry into the Original State and Farma- 
tion of the Earth, aſſures us, from certain 
facts, that Engliſhmen are, in general, 
longer lived than North Americans; and 
that a Britiſh conſtitution will laſt longer, 
even in that climate, than a native one.

But it muſt be allowed, in general, that 
the human conſtitution is adapted to the 
peculiar ſtate and temperature of each re- 
ſpective climate; ſo that no part of the ha- 
bitable globe can be pronounced too hot, or 
too cold, for its natural inhabitants. Vet, 
in order to promote a friendly intercourſe 
between the moſt remote regions, the Au- 
thor of Nature has wiſely enabled the in- 
habitants to endure great and ſurpriſing 
changes of temperature with impunity. 


From the light which hiſtory affords us, 
as well as from many inſtances in the fol- 
lowing Collection, there is much reaſon to 
believe, that Longevity is, in a great mea- 
ſure, hereditary; and that healthy, long- 
lived parents would commonly tranſmit the 
ſame bleſſings to their children, were it 
not for the frequent irregularities in meat, 
drink, and exerciſe, which ſo evidently 
tend to the abbreviation of human life. 


Whence is it, but from theſe cauſes, and 
the 
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the unnatural modes of living, that, of all 
—_ :-- the children which are born in the capital 
14 cities of Europe, nearly one-half die in 
hl early infancy? To what elſe can we at- 
11 | tribute this extraordinary mortality? Such 
an amazing proportion of premature deaths 
is a circumſtance unheard of among favage 
nations, or among the young of other ani- 
mals! In the earlieſt ages of the world, we 
4 are informed, that human life was pro- 
8 | tracted to a very extraordinary length; 
yet how few perſons, in theſe latter times, 
arrive at that period which nature ſeems to 
have defigned! Man is, by nature, a field- 
animal, and ſeems deſtined to riſe with the 
fun, and to ſpend a large portion of his 
time in the open air, to inure his body to 
robuſt exerciſes, and the inclemency of the 
feaſons, and to make a plain homely repaſt, 
only when hunger dictates. But Art has 
ſtudiouſly defeated the kind intentions of 
Nature; and by enſlaving him to all the 
blandiſhments of ſenſe, has left him, alas! 
an eaſy victim to folly and caprice! To 

enu- 
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enumerate the various abuſes, which take 
place from the earlieſt infancy, and which 
are continued through the ſucceeding ſtages 
of modiſh liſe, would exceed my limits. 
Suffice it to obſerye, that they prevail 
more particularly among people, who are 
the moſt highly poliſhed and refined. 
To compare their artificial mode of life 
with that of nature, or even with the Long- 
Livers in this Work, would, probably, at- 
ford a very ſtriking contraſt ; and, at the 
ſame time, ſupply an additional reaſon, 
why, in very large cities, inſtances of Lon- 
gevity are ſo very rare. Of late years, the 
increaſing luxury and diſſipation of the 
age, no longer confined to the metropolis, 
have ſpread their contagion far and wide 
into the country, ſo as to afford the ſage 
Divine, and ſpeculative Moraliſt, a more 
melancholy proſpect of the apparent dege- 
neracy of the human race, than N 
was ever before exhibited ! 


It is worthy of remark, that the greater 
part

part of mankind, who have become very 
old, were married more than once, and 
generally at a very late period of life. There 
is ſcarce an inſtance of a batchelor having 
attained to a great age. This obſervation 
is as applicable to the female, as to the 


male ſex, 


In the firſt half of man's age, an active, 


even a fatiguing life, is conducive to Lon- 


gevity; but in the laſt half, a life that is 
peaceful and uniform. No inſtance can 
be found of an idler having attained to a 
remarkably great age, 


Buffon obſerves, ** the duration of life 
may, in ſome meaſure, be computed by 
the time occupied in growth. A plant 
or an animal that acquires maturity in a 
ſhort time, periſhes much ſooner than 
thoſe which are longer in. arriving at that 


period. 


* Every obje& in nature muſt change 
and 
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and decay. No ſooner do the bodies of men 
arrive at full maturity, than they inſtantly 
begin to decline. The waſte is at firſt in- 
ſenſible; ſeveral years frequently revolve 
before we perceive any conſiderable alte- 
ration, 


« If the conſtitution be ſound, life may, 
doubtleſs, be prolonged for many years, by 
moderating the paſſions, and by temper- 
ance, If it ſhould be aſked, why the firſt 
races of men, as recorded in the Holy Scrip- 
tures, lived upwards of nine hundred years? 
perhaps a ſatisfactory anſwer may be given. 
The productions of the earth were then of 
a different nature. The ſurface of the 
globe was, in the firſt ages of the world, 
leſs ſolid and compact. The period of 
man's exiſtence, therefore, may have gra- 
dually diminiſhed, in proportion as the 
ſurface of the earth acquired more ſolidity 
by the conſtant action of gravity. It is 
probable, that the period from the Crea- 
tion, to the days of David, was ſufficient 
to 


42d 
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to give the earth all the denſity it was ca- 
pable of receiving from the influence of 
gravitation; and, conſequently, that the 
ſurface of the earth has ever fince remained 
in the ſame ſtate, and that the terms of 

growth in the productions of the earth, as 
well as the duration of life, have been in- 


variably fixed from that period. 


*« Death is common to vegetables, as 
well as animals. An oak only periſhes, be- 
caulſc the oldeſt parts of the wood, which are 
in the centre, become ſo hard and compact, 
that they can receive no further nouriſh- 
ment. The moiſture they contain being 
deprived of circulation, and not replaced 
by freſh ſap, ferments, corrupts, and gra- 
dually reduces the fibres of the wood into 
powder. 


4 Thus it is with old men, who are 
ſubject to natural infirmities that originate 
ſolely from the decay of the different parts 
of the body. The head ſhakes, the hands 
trem- 
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tremble, the legs totter, the ſenſibility of 
the nerves decreaſes, and every ſenſe is 
blunted. At about the age of ſeventy 
years, decrepitude commences, and conti- 
nues to augment, till eighty or ninety, 
when death commonly puts a period to the 
exiſtence of thoſe few, who have been fo 
fortunate as to wade through ſuch length 
of life, without being taken off its ſtage 
by the innumerable hoſt of diſeaſes, and 
caſual accidents, to which the human frame 
is ſubject ; and which openly and _—_ 
prey upon our lives.” | 


That ſo complicated a machine, as the 
human body,” fays our worthy country- 
man, Fothergill, “ ſo delicate in its texture, 
and fo exquiſitely formed in all its parts, 
ſhould continue, for ſo many years, to per- 
form its various functions, even under the 
moſt prudent conduct, is not a little ſur- 
priſing: but that it ſhould ever hold out 
to any advanced period, under all the rude 
ſhocks it ſo often meets with from riot and 


intem- 
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intemperance, which lay it open to all the 
various ** ills that fleſh is heir to, is ſtill 
more truly miraculous! But here, per- 
haps, it may be obſerved; that all the 
Long-Livers did not purſue one uniform, 
regular courſe of life, fince it will be 
ſeen, that a few of the moſt noted ones 
were ſometimes guilty of great deviations 
from ſtrict temperance and regularity. Let 
not this, however, encourage the giddy 
libertines of the preſent age, to hope to 
render their continued fcenes of intem- 
perance and debauchery compatible with 
Health and Longevity. The duties and 
occupations of life will not, indeed, per- 
mit the generality of mankind to live by 
rule, and ſubject themſelves to a preciſe 
regimen, Fortunately, this is not neceſ— 
fary; for the divine Archite& has, with 
infinite wiſdom, rendered the human frame 
ſo ductile, as to admit of a very conſider- 
able latitude of health; yet this has its 


bounds, which none can long tranſgreſs 
with impunity. For if Old Parr, not- 
with- 


— 
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withſtanding ſome exceſſes and irregulari- 
ties, arrived at ſo aſtoniſhing an age, yet 
we have treaſon to ſuppoſe that theſe were 
far from being habitual; and may alſo con- 
clude, that had it not been for theſe abuſes, 


his life might have been ſtill conſiderably 
protracted. 


* On the whole, though ſome few excep- 
tions may occur to what has been already 
advanced, yet it will be found, in general, 
that all extremes are unfriendly to Health 
and Longevity. Exceſſive heat enervates 
the body; extreme cold renders it torpid : 
ſloth and inactivity clog the neceſſary move. 
ments of the machine; inceſſant labour 
ſoon wears it out. On the other hand, a 
temperate climate, moderate exerciſe, pure 
country air, and ſtrict temperance, together 
with a prudent regulation of the paſſions, 
will prove the moſt efficacious means of 
protracting life to its utmoſt limits. Now 
if any of theſe require more peculiar atten- 
tion than the reſt, it is, undoubtedly, the 


laſt : 
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laſt: fer the ſocial paſſions, like gentle 
gales, fan the brittle veſſel calmly along 
the ocean of life, while, on the other hand, 
rough, turbulent ones daſh it upon rocks 
and quickſands. Hence, perhaps, it may 
be explained, why the cultivation of phi- 
loſophy, muſic, and the fine arts, all which 
manifeſtly tend to humanize the ſoul, and 

to calm the rougher paſſions, are ſo highly 


conducive to Longevity, And, finally, 


why there is no ſure method of ſecuring 
that habitual calmneſs and ſerenity of mind, 
which conſtitute true happineſs, and which 
are, at the ſame time, ſo eſſential to health 


and long life, without virtue.”

is ſaid to have performed many miraculous cures. 
Philoſtratus has written the Life of Apollonius, 
in which there are numberleſs fabulous ſtories 
recounted of him. We are told that he went 
five years without ſpeaking, and yet, during this 
time, that he ſtopped many ſeditions in Cilicia 
and Pamphylia: that he travelled, and fet up for 
a legiſlator; and that he gave out that he under- 
ſtood all languages, without having ever learned 
them; that he could tell the thoughts of men, 
and underſtood the oracles, which birds gave by 
their ſinging. The heathens were fond of oppo- 
ſing the pretended miracles of this man to thoſe 
of our Saviour: and by a treatiſe which Euſebius 
wrote againſt one Hierocles, we find, that the 
drift of the latter, in the treatiſe which Euſe- 
bius refutes, had been to draw a parallel betwixt 
Jeſus Chriſt and Apollonius, in which he gives 
the preference to this philoſopher.

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eat by night, as well as by day; was contented 
with ſkimmed cheeſe, milk, coarſe bread, ſmall 
beer, and whey; and, what is remarkable, he eat 
at midnight, a little before he died. He had ſeen 
ten kings and queens of England. A few years 
before his death, he was brought to London by 
Thomas, Earl of Arundell, who preſented him 
to King Charles I.; and about that time the 
Counteſs of Arundell preſented a midwife to 
the queen, who was one hundred and twenty- 
three years old, and who exerciſed her profeſſion 
but two years before. Parr was now a do- 
meſtic in the family of the Earl of Arundell, 
fed high, and drank plentifully of the beſt wines, 
by which, after a conſtant, plain, and homely diet, 
the natural functions of the parts of his body 
were overcharged, his lungs obſtructed, and 
the habit of the whole body quite diſordered 
in conſequence, there could not but ſpeedily 
enſue a diſſolution. If he had not changed his 
diet, he might poſſibly have lived many years 
longer. His body being opened after death, 
it was found to be very fleſhy: his heart was 
thick and fat; his viſcera very ſound and ſtrong, 
eſpecially the ſtomach; his kidneys were co- 
vered with fat, and pretty ſound, as were alſg 
the ſeveral members of his body.

The great hall was filled with all kinds 
of dogs and cats in great plenty; game-keepers' 
and hunters” poles; with a vaſt number of hawks, 
perchers, terriers, hounds, ſpaniels, and mar- 
row-bones. The walls of the houſe were co- 
vered with the ſkins of foxes and polecats. The

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great parlour windows were filled with croſs- 
bows, ſtone-bows, and arrows. His old green 
hats were full of pheaſants' eggs, and litters of 
young cats. Tables, dice, cards, and books 
were not wanting. The pulpit in the chapel 
was well ſtored with gammons of bacon, roaſt 
beef, veniſon-paſties, and large apple-pies. 
His cellar, in which was plenty of excellent 
ſtrong beer, was always open to his neighbours. 
He dived into the ſecrets of a great majority of 
the maids, wives, and widows in his neighbour. 
hood. His pulpit door was always open, which 
made him much carefſed. He was very tem- 
perate at meals, when he only drank one pint of 
{mall beer ftirred with roſemary, and one or two 
glafſes of wine with ſyrup of gilliflowers. His 
dreſs was always green cloth, with a green hat.

His natural 
talents were aſſiſted by a knowledge of the lan- 
guages and hiſtory: and he certainly ſurpaſſes | 
all men of learning, who have not had the gift of 

inven- 
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invention. His converſation was lively, hound 
placid, and his politeneſs was equal to his wit. 
This great author died, without ever having 
had any violent diſorder, or felt any of the ma- 
ladies of age, till he was turned of ninety; after 
which he was a liule deaf, and his eyes, in ſome 
degree, failed. The tranquil eaſe of his temper 
is thought to have contributed to extend his life 
to this unuſual-period.

Duke of Nevcallle, and the Junto of that period.

dian canoes; a ſtately edifice, filled with legiſla- 
tors, aſtoniſhing the world with their wiſdom and 


virtue,

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virtue, on the ſame ſpot, probably, where he had 
ſeen an Indian council-fire. He ſaw the firſt 
treaty ratified between the newly-confederated 
powers of America, and the ancient monarchy of 
France, with all the formalities of parchment and 
ſeals, where he had ſeen William Penn ratify his 
firſt and laſt treaty with the Indians, without the 
formalities of pen, ink, and paper; he witneſſed 
all the intermediate ſtages through which a people 
paſs, from the loweſt to the higheſt degree of ci- 
vilization; the beginning and the end of the em- 
pire of Great Britain in Penſylvania. He had 
been the ſubje& of crowned heads, and aſter- 
wards died a citizen of the newly-created re- 
public of America. He embraced the liberties 
and independence of America, and triumphed 
in the laſt years of his life in the ſalvation of his 
country.

After this ſhe married Thomas Gillet, a private 
in Duke William's army, with whom ſhe went 
to Germany, and remained there during the 
campaign. They then returned to England, 
(about the year 1750) where he drove ſeveral 
ſtages on the Northern road, particularly to 
Hertford, Edmonton, &c.; and ſhe ſpun thread 
for the ſhoemakers till about the year 1792, 
when her huſband died, and her fight began to 
fail her; after which ſhe was ſupported by gene- 
rous neighbours, till, totally deprived of ſight, 
ſhe was obliged to take refuge in the work-houſe, 
| where ſhe was eſteemed till life may be ſaid to 
have fallen aſleep in the arms of death.

Once, indeed, after 
the age of ſeventy, he wandered into Wiltſhire to 
ſee his ſons, and walked on the firſt day of his 
journey from his home to Newport, in Glouceſ- 
terſhire, a diſtance of nearly fifty miles. With a 
mind neither debauched nor diſtracted by vicious 
or violent paſſions, nor highly elevated in the 
purſuits of exalted virtues, he calmly glided down 
this long ſtream of life, with 'few circumſtances 
to ruffle it. Perhaps, in theſe diſſolute times, 
the moſt remarkable circumſtance is, that he lived 
| fixty-eight years with one wife.
